duty to parents is reckoned next to tho duly 
to Cod. 
"While anio.'ig somo peoples, ;LS the 


Chinese, tho honor of parents and ancestors 
has become n religious rito, yet among some 
of tho heathen aj;ed and helpless parents are 
m-gleutal by their children in tho most cruel 
way. 


Tho fifth commandment really enjoins obe- 


dionco to parents, because children eannot 
honor then: unless tlioy obi-y theni, and adds 
tho promise of long lite. 


Due of tho greatest dangers of our ago anil 


country is in a lack of reverence. 
In Lho 


tendency to breakdown all social distinctions, 
and to speal: evil of persons occupying high 
positions, there is danger of nn undue 
familiarity arising between parents and 
children, in which tho child forgets that ho is 
a child, and thu rovcrenco duo to ago and ex- 
perience. 


It would bo well if something of the re- 


spect with which tho young Dcdawin, and 
even tlio Indian boy, treats his father, were 
found in our Christian communities. 


Tho Sixth Commandment 
(v. 33).—The 


first .step to murder is i:i the indulgence of 
anger. The man who hates another so that 
ho would strike him down if ho dared is al- 
ready a murderer in his heart (Afat-C. v, 02; 
I John iii, 33). It is only a question of time, 
place and opportunity as to whether ho will 
take tho lifo of thu one ho hates, 


Tlio sixth commandment, however, is as 


truly directed against self murder as tho 
mmler of others. >'ouo but God, or the 
guardians of justice who serve in the concep- 
tion of tho Zs'eu- Testament by divine appoint- 
ment (Ron:, xiii. 1-i), or those who aro com- 
pelled to defend themselves against -lawless 
men. 
have a right to take human lifo. 


Tho Seventh Commandment (v. !•)).— The 


boy JY!IO reads tho records of sensual in- 
dulgence- and lool;s at lewd pictures is prepar- 
ing to breal; this commandment. Tho young 
man who tells indecent stories or listens to 
them is not only guilty Of a gravo offense 
against propriety, but is preparing himself to 
bo an adulterer. All conversation and be- 
havior between young men and women tliat 
suggests impurity, unless chocked, may pre- 
pare tho way for adultery. 


U'hon tho heart has once Riven consent 


man is guilty. All lustful thoughts, ns well 
as words and deeds, aro to bo avoided (.Matt, 
v, £$), There is no ago in tho world's history 
when tho seventh commandment is not of the 
utmost impoi-tance, and tho higher tho civili- 
sation, wealth and luxury n[ a country, un- 
less society is permeated by vital godliness, 
Lho greater tho temptation to break it. 


The Eighth Commandment (v. ir>).—There 


are many kinds of stealing, and this com- 
mandment is directed against them all. A 
man steals when ho takes that which does not 
belong to him. Slavery has been abolished 
in America, The negro is r.o longer stolen, 


t there 19 great dancer in tho desiro to get 


something for nothing lest multitudes should 
jo enslaved in. great cities. It seems like theft 
when women work from early in tho morning 
until late at night for starvation wages. 


On the other hand, many a young man has 


taken his employer's money because ho 
wanted Ixitter cloth's or fell in with bad 
companions, In modern society this com- 
nandnier.t is being constantly broken. 


Tho Ninth Commandment (v. 10).—"Thou 


slmlt no: answer against thy neighbor unto a 
ie" (Hebrew). Tho Hebrew word for lie is 
rouge [sha-quej, tho color sometimes used tu 
mpart tho bloom oE j'outh to Hie faded 
Ch'X'k, 


This cnmmandmont is directed not only 


against false witness, but also ngair.st all 
'orms of gossip. It is o safo rule uot to Uill; 
about tlio faults and peculiarities o£ people. 
It is ordinarily ilio wo>-st kir.d of Pharisaism. 
Vho man or woman who takes delight in tell- 
ng of tho faults of n neighbor or frifijrl un- 
consciously s:iys, "God, t thank thee that 1 
Am not as other moil aro," or aa my frieiid 
and neighbor. Gossip separates friends. It 
s tho scavenger that gathers tho filth and 
lecay of tho streets. 


U were betler to bo dumb than to bo in tho 


jabic of speaking against others, or deaf than 
o be accustomed to hear such conversation 
with pleasure, Tho boy and girl, the man 
mil woman, who frown down gossip are i:i 
>o far keeping '.he ninth commandment. 


The Tenth Commandment (v. IT).—"Godli- 


less with contentmeut is great gain" (t Tim, 
•i, U). The root of commimism and anarch- 
sm :3 in the desire to violate this command- 
nent. It i.s IKT'.-auso men covet their nci^l:- 
>ors' bouses, wives and possessions that they 
vii-h to hrcak uown all social and commercial 
distinctions, and introduce the lawlessness of
